Pri­ 
vate interests have agreed to donate 
a great part of their harbor frontage 
to the public in the event that 5125, 
000 will be expended on jetties at ta. 
mouth cf the bay and other compan­ 
ies will make large donations to the 
jetty fund if the proposed bonds car­ 
ry. 
“ The most, practical plan that has 
yet presented itself to
